he found was the inventor’s 
prayer book. 

‘“‘There’s very little known 
about him,” Jacobson noted. He 
added that it is ‘‘a surprise to 
think that he was able to come up 
with something like that so far 
back.” 

A few theories as to how Volle 
might have come up with the 
patent have been kicked around. 

Knoll mentioned that if you 


_ overlook Leonardo da Vinci’s © 


description of what might have 
been a contact lens and Sir John 
Hershals’ description of a lens in 
the 1827 Encyclopedia, the very 
first papers dealing with 
contacts were published in 
Europe in 1888. 

“Practically nothing was 
written about contact lenses 
until 1888, and then three people 
wrote about them almost >a 


- simultaneously. Within one 


year’s time, people in Germany, 
Switzerland and France wrote 
about contact lenses,’’ Knoll 
explained. 

However, while Volle was 
living at this time, he was 
already in the United States so 
he would not have known about 
these papers, the Rochester 
scientist said. 

“One can only imagine that 


started appearing years later in 
the United States. Knoll said that 
it wasn’t until 1928 that the first 
paper on contact lenses was even 
published in the United States. 
“I think the man has to be 

Siven a great deal of credit with 
coming up with this idea’so long™ 
ago,’”’ Knoll said.
